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RECORD ATTENDANCE AT ELEVENTH CONFERENCE 


An all time high of two hundred and three 
delegates participated in discussions at 
the Eleventh Annual Conference in Los 
Angeles, October 4-5, Researchers, edu- 
cators, administrators, planners, stuients 
and citizens attended, representing all 
levels of government, as well as private 
organizations and others concerned with 
governmental research. 


Six panels and three luncheon and dinner 
speakers reviewed current problems and 
prospects of governmental research in the 
western area. The opening discussion, 
led by Pierce Fazel, Chief Administrative 
Analyst, California Department of Finance, 
surveyed techniques of administrative 
analysis. It was made clear that admini- 
strative analysis, properly defined as a 
systematic, applied problem solving pro- 
cedure, is essentially the same in any 
level or type of governmental unit. 
Another significant consideration noted is 
the increasing extent to which the analyst 
must do policy research in addition to 
organization and methods research. 


Professor John Pfiffner's group outlined 
purposes and procedures employed in recent 
psychclogical and sociological surveys of 
federal agencies, conducted by the Univer- 
sity of Southern California, and UCLA. 
Statistical methods were utilized to dis- 
cover facts of inter-group relations af- 
fecting output, as well as,the relation- 
ships between farmal departitental argani za- 
tion and actual work practices, 


The panel chaired by J. Roy Holland

search, and pointed out that reorgani za- 
tion must be a continuous task, entrusted 
mainly to people inside government. 
However, when a crisis demanis, special 
commissions of outside experts can be ex- 
tremely valueble. Much reorganization re- 
search was seen to be quite different from 
basic research in that reorganization re- 
search requires data on the immediate 





problem only, in order to guide practical 
action. All members of the panel em- 
phasized the significance of citizens’ 
participation in reorganization studies. 


A panel of experts, led by 0.W. Campbell, 
City Manager, San Diego, answered adminis- 
trative and research questions put to them 
by conference delegates. Among the tasks 
assigned were: evaluation of results of 
reorganization studies, determination of 
the optimum service period of a city or 
county manager, clarification of dif- 
ferences between a manager and chief 
administrative officer, and development of 
criteria for measuring the effectiveness of 
municipal organi zation, 


Personnel and manpower problems were sur- 
veyed by the group headed by Winston W, 
Crouch, Director of UCLA's Bureau of 
Governmental Research. Recent defense 
activities have resulted in a loss of ex- 
perienced personnel at all levels of 
government, and the future probably holds 
even more serious difficulties, Shortages 
now exist among typists, stenographers, 
doctors, nurses, correctional officers, 
engineering specialists, policemen and 
firemen. Consideration must be given to 
decentralized examining, night examining, 
and greater employment of women, elderly 
applicants, and the handicapped. 


Edwin Cottrell conducted the panel on 
urban research, which agreed upon the 
fundamental significance, to metropolitan 
studies, of governmental unit and area 


relationships. No sure solutions to the 
problems were seen, although such tech- 
niques as the creation of metropolitan 
special districts, and intergovernmental 
cooperation hold promise, Annexation, 
city-county consolidation, and metropoliten 
consolidation (borough plan) are not likely 
to be very important in the near future, 


? 
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The panel also emphasized the need for in- 
tensive field work in local governmental 
research, both to get at otherwise inac- 
cessible information, and to become 
acquainted with popular sentiment in order 
that realistic and acceptable solutions 
may be developed. 


In addressing the first luncheon meeting, 
Henry Reining, Jr., School of Public 
Administration, University of Southern 
California, told about his survey of 
Boulder City, Nevada. The project was 
undertaken to determine whether and how 
Boulder might be transferred fran federal 
ownership tc mmicipal corporation status, 
Final recommendations were for a gradual, 
step-by-step transfer to full municipal 
self-government under the Nevada constitu- 
tion and laws. 


At the annual dinner N. Bradford Trenham, 
General Manager, California Taxpayers' 
Association, emphasized that research and 
its end product~--better government--are 
just about the only salvation for our 
civilization and our wey of life. The 
fundamental aim of research is to achieve 
good and efficient government while 
preserving human liberty, Public research 
by local, state, and federal government 
experts can provide many of the answers. 
Private research by civic organizations, 
universities, taxpayers’ associations, ani 
devoted citizens leads end inspires the 
movement for good government. 


Samuel Leask, Jr., City Administrative 
Officer o> Los Angeles, appeared at the 
second luncheon meeting to review his plan 
for a cost-finding and work-meas urement 
program designed to provide a factual 
basis fcr city budget review.
